But it is 
all in accordance Avith the spirit of the 
American age .on the latitude of forty, 
etc. If you want to see this school 
house ina'nia to perfection, go East and 
note the line of costly brick structures 
extending from Nebraska to Nova Sco- 
tia. In every country town or place of 
from three to ten thousand ijihabitants, 
there is as a rule a high school build- 
ing costing nearer one hundred thou- 
sand dollars. New York has at last 
got a compulsory law, imd proposes to 
rake the city with a fine-tooth comb, and 
see to it that every dirty gamin learns at 
least to read and write. Now, however 
much our' public school system may 
lack of being perfect in manner of teach- 
ing, there is certainly nothing mean 
about us on the score of buildings; and 
in view of the fact that oar churches arc 
fast becoming merely resorts for the dis- 
playing of dry goods, the next bent hold 
of the country is in her public schools. 
In Europe one is shown into the most 
costly church concevivble in nearly every 
one-horse city; :u short, in many places 
with not the population of Oakland,

the public school buildings in Cali- 
fornia, if not churches to-boot, Were it 
not better for the American people, or 
the Kepublic if you will, to tax them- 
selves to build temples of education in- 
stead of structures for enhancing super- 
stition and the show of silks, satins, 
and jewelry?
